Michigan, has condemned the use 
of automatic low-water alarms with 
which a Michigan statute requires all 
Stationary engines to be equipped. 

Prof. Cooley stated that he had ad- 
visec companies by whom he is em- 
ployed as consulting engineer not to 
comply with the law. He declared that 
the danger of explosion § is greater 
where these alarms are used, for the 
reason that none of them are perfect, 
the best of them clogging up and be- 
coming useless from dirt, the action 
of — and other causes, and that 
persons in charge of boilers equipped 
with these so-called alarms rely on the 
apparatus to give notice of danger, 
and thus increase the chances of ex- 
plosion and disaster. 

Prof. Cooley expressed the emphatic 
opinion that the law in question should 
be repealed by the next Legisiature.

NEEDY REMEMBERED. 

The Thanksgiving dinner at the 
Good Samaritan mission was given at 
6 o'clock last night. Between 5600 and 
600 people were served with an abun- 
dant repast in the chapel, and the 
waiting -crowds filled the building till 
a late hour, being served in relays. 
There were men, women and children, 
from the neighborhood and the sight 
was one of the most picturesque to be 
witnessed anywhere yesterday. 

At the headquarters of the Volun- 
teers of America, No. 128 East First 
street, over 300 boys were served with 
dinner beginning before noon. 86 
abundant were the supplies that there 
was more than enough,to meet the 
Gemands of the boys, and the balahce 
will be packed in boxes and gent to 
needy families today. Hundreds of 
boxes of this kind were sent out yes- 
terday and on the day preceding. On 
former occasions the Volunteers ad- 
mitted men to dinner as well as boys, 
and the result was more or less of a 
mob and the crowding of the boys to 
the rear to go hungry while their 
larger adversaries secured the grub. 

The Salvation Army sent out bas- 
kets of provisions and other supplies 
to about 1000 needy persons, but 
served no meals, and they regard the 
work as eminently satisfactory, as 
they are thus enabled to send not only 
eatables but fuel, clothing and cash, 
where ‘medical supplies are necessary.

NTIRE FAMILY 


SEARCHING PARTY FOUND THEM 
JUST IN TIME. 
Missed Their Way on Mountain 
Trait and Spent Night in Wilds. 
Explosion Which Killed Miner Near 
Needies May Have Been Caused by 
His Enemies. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 24.—H. E. 
Davis, Santa Fé agent at Summit, at 
the head of Cajon Pass, and his wife 
and two small children were lost on 
the San Bernardino mountains Tues- 
day, thefr escape from fatal conse- 
quences only being prevented by the 
success of a searchi party in find- 
ing them. Davis andi his family had 
Started out early in the afternoon for 
@ stroll over the mountains, and gave 
no attention to the landmarks, being 
perfectly confident of their ability to 
get safely back to the station without 
any trouble. 

After several hours’ walk, during 
‘which they had supposed they were re- 
tracing their steps, they became con- 
scious that they were in an unfamiliar 
region. The awful truth that they were 
lost came wilh a shock, and again 
they turned from their course, seeking 
éverywhere for some familiar outline 
or mountain or desert by which t 
guide their steps. 

Soon the shadows began to lengthen 
toward the east and the biack bais 
were reeling through the dusk, when as 
a foriorn hope that some wandering 
prospector would hear him, Davis 
raised his voice in shouts, which were 
only reéchoed in mocking responses. 

Finally the moon came up, and the 
lost party concluded not to venture 
further for fear of the precipices 
yawning on all sides, and while the 
wife and children huddled together be- 
reath a tree, Davis collected fue! for a 
fire. which he replenished constantly 
through the night. The two children 
fell into restiess sleep, whimpering 
with funger and thirst, but Davis and 
his wife remained awake all night, 
cfraid to doze even for a moment on 
account of wild beaste. 

Next morning they resumed their 
wanderings, and were found by a 
searching party as they were heading 
toward one of the most desolate moun- 
tain and desert regions in that locality, 
where they could not wave hoped for 
Succor, and where there is no water 
‘for many miles.
